Sirs: I haveiistened very &tténtively to

and against allowing the Merrimack Val- 
ley system of electric cars being adopted, 
and I think Mr. Gulliver’s open letter 
covers’ the whole ground of objections 
that are raised by the opponents of the 
scheme; I see nothing now required but 
} the “Amen” of the opposers. But when 
‘f these objections are taken one by one and 
putin the balance against the blessings 
% that would accrue from their adoption I 
q think these objections would be found 
wanting and would tremble and smite 
against each other like Belshazzars knees 
when he saw the “hand writing on the 


wall.’ 


nor to my fellowmen. 
The ‘first objection our opponent brings 
forward is the narrowness of the road in 


very difficult for heavy wagons and dan- 
gerous for light carriagés, and he goés 


sible to get along on this account. It 
seems to me our friend Mr. Gulliver has 
made the road look so narrow and straight 
that it would almost require a microscope 
to see it. Well, gentlemen, I have been 
over. the road a great many times, and I 
confess to you that I fail to see the numer- 
ous difficylties that he mentions, and I 
think sifs that a little sacrifice on the part 
of those who own teams (who may per- 
haps amount to two per cent of the popula- 
tion: of this town, and I consider the re-

Suppose in order to get to 
Lawrence they had to walk to Marland or 
Frye Village, if you please, before you 
could get into a ‘light carriage’? and when 
{ you came back you were put out at the 
same place, and we will suppose further 
that it 1s summer time, and the mercury 
registers from 90 to 98 degrees in the 
shade, and you had to walk home from 
either of the above mentioned places, 
how long would the road appear to you 
narrow? would not your eyes soon mag- 
nify it sufficiently to‘allow the Merrimack 
Company to come in, and you would give 
it a hearty welcome with ‘‘come ‘in thou 
blessed of the Lord for we have waited 
long and with patience.” \_

bonfires, neither was it necessary, for the 
white folks were getting things in first 
rate shape for plenty of fine ones by and 
by, and they only hoped to be on hand to 
see them. 

Charley said the posts we complained 
of were of great assistance in making his 
trail eastward, and there seemed to be 
poison ivy enough about town, where it 
was not needed, te make a very graceful 
decoration for all the posts, and if there 
was so much power as I thought, to kill 
trees in these wires, why not experiment 
on this rampant climber? 

Roger warmed up all at once on the im- 
provement in our generation of the trav- 
eller’s ways over those of hisday. The 
narrow foot-path like the little one about 
the borde? of Pomp’s Pond, the horse 
track gradually widening into a ‘very 
muddy and stony cart-road full of. gates 
and bars; the getting up and down and 
putting up bars taking so much time that 


the tavern ‘for repairs and refreshment 
grew.up at intervals ofa fow miles.

The judge died in 1802 and gave the land 
he then owned to the minister’s school, 
but two years before the brick houses 
were built, a band of white men in 1806 
bought and built the fine turnpike from 
Medford to Concord, N. H., and collected 
toll thereon long before this generous 
white brother died and gave the land on 
which the minister’s school is built. He 
gave 141 ‘acres in Andover and 200 in Jaf- 
fery, N..H., and over $5,000 in money to 
twelve trustees telling them to spend the 
income from lands and money for the sup- 
port forever,-ef a public freé school or 
academy in the South Parish. Roger 
seemed to think the South Parish really 
owned the land along the turnpike that 
these twelve men had cared for so many 
years, and when the State gave them 
leave to beg and spend money for the. 
ministers’ school, he couldn’t see how our 
Parish lost any right to walk or ride 
through the 141 acre inheritanee.. And as 
the minister’s school didn’t really belong 
to anybody..now. but those long ago dead 
men, why should we be hindered in our 
efforts for securing speedy transit? We 
no longer had the use of the free school 
that was to develop ‘‘young men ef genius 
and’ serious dispositions.” I remarked 
that it was hard to hold on to to what. be- 
longed to us in these days. Charley said 
his friends in the west found it just that 
way. \ 

But I told him the Red Spring property 
had fared better. When we heard that a 


Lawrence man.had bought the spring and.

That and the right of way to it is secured 
1n the old deeds to the people of Andover 
forever. Charley and Roger gave a joy- 
ous whoop and nearly came down from 
theit perch, I expressed sympathy for 
the Lawrence neighbors who had such 
dreadful water that Barnum’s elephants 
refused to drink it, and sometimes I did 
not wonder that the people drank so much 
spirit. Charley thought the mixture of 
bad whiskey and such water on sale at 
their bars must be peculiarly deadly.

A young 
man who has just graduated from a fa- 
mous university took last year $600 in 
scholarships and prizes, earned several

first six of a class of two hundred, and 
had done four years’ work in three. He 
was no genius and no “dig”; but he had 
a good’ preparation, a good mind, a good 
character, the capacity for hard work, and 
the habit of bringing things to pass.

the right quality, do,get on. in spite of

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The Street Railway Grant. 


The granting of a part of the petition of 
the Merrimack Valley Street Railway will 
arouse in many minds the query as to 
what this petition demands. So far the 
selectmen have simply granted the right 
to enter the town with a street railway, to 
this company. It has been generally. ex- 
pected that this would be the result of 
their deliberation. Many people were 
strongly in favor of it and it is believed 
that the majority have been heard in the 

-action taken. — 


Much of the opposition to the road 
under the circumstances controlled by this 
petition arose from two causes: the first 
the feeling that Andover’s interest would 
be the last thought of by a foreign com- 
pany who were to obtain a valuable rignt 
without any return to the town except as 
their own ends were to be advanced; the 
second, the belief that Andover was not 
in such a dire strait for a street railway 
that we could not afford to wait a short 
time for a more perfected mode of travel, 
than that contemplated. 


‘The first cause is now beyond discussion: 
The franchise has been granted to the 
Lawrence Company (or more correctly 

' speaking to the Boston Company) and we 
shall know “how much good they will do 
Andover,” by a patient waiting. It cer- 
tainly will be a model corporation if all 
the fine things pictured by Col. Sweeney 
in his eloquent plea at the hearing, shail 
be brought to pass for the uncounted and 
uncountable benefit of a town in which 
they have not a particle of interest. The 
second objection is still an objection, and 
if reports are true, is a matter of doubt to 
the selectmen. The granting of the sec- 
ond part of the petition includes, the part 

.- of the street on which the tracks are to be 
placed, the streets through which they 

-shall run, the location of the turnouts, 
placing of poles, kind of poles, and many 
other questions of very great importance 
to our real estate owners. They are ques- 
tions that demand, careful consideration, 
and when the second part of the petition 
is granted in part or as a whole, it should 
be carefully guarded by restrictions that 
are well considered and binding upon. the 
‘ailroad company.

“Your flowers are laid’ by themselves 


carefully, as made up. Tosome places we 
send all small:bunches, to others both small 
and large, leaving it to the disposal of the 
nurses. When we send to the sick in pri- 
vate houses we use as fine flowers as wé 
have; we take no distinction té people 
black ‘or white, they fare alike. Those are 
our largest gifts. 

In sending to the Hospitals we are guided 
by circumstances; to them we give bouquets 
in size just as you have made them, large 
and small, so they can use a bowl or a small 
vase. That is why we like both kinds; al- 
Ways in every basket- we find pansies anil 
sweet peas, Last week we sent out nearly 
four hundred qouquets. If Mr. D. hears of 
@ case of sickness outside of his own church, 
he will come in and get a bouquet and take 
it to the sick person. Last Saturday he 
took one to the hotel near us, toa man Who 
was very sick, and talked with him on the 
most important subject at that time. The 
man died, and Mr. D. was sent for to offi- 
ciate at his funeral’ as. the man: had no 
church home. Poor man he will need tio 


more flowers. 
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It depends upon the donors when the 
work shall close, There is always some 
sick, somebody hurt in the Hospitals. I 
think I never saw more beautiful flowers 
than those sent last Saturday. We exclaim 
at every bunch ‘Who would not like such 
flowers as these! I carried a bunch toa 
lady who is sick with an incurable disease, 
in humble circumstances in life, a great 
lover of flowers, so much so that everywhere 
you will see paper flowers about her room. 
The very light in that woman’s face pays 
you and me. Her children said ‘Oh mamma, 
how good! I also carried some to a sick 
man; the nurse said as we gave them tv him, 
‘Who can make such flowers but God.’ We 
always look for the Andover flowers.”

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THE HEAD’ MASKS OF MUMMIES. 


A Curious Part of the Outfit Provided 
for the Ancient Peruvian Dead, 

Among the many curious burial cus- 
toms of the world, ancient and modern, 
there is nothing more remarkable than 
wrappings at the top of the mummy 
roll in the ancient Peruvian tombs, 
One of those heads. now in the collec- 
tion of G. H. Hurlbut, of Chicago, is 
of heroic size, the face only being of 
wood, differing in this respect’ from the 
majority of Peruvian mask heads, 
which are generally, with exception of 
the ornaments, entirely made of wood. 
Mr. Hurlbut’s specimen is strongly 
carved, having a prominent nose and 
wide, firm mouth. The eyes are formed 


by excavating oval. depressions in ‘the: 


wood and setting in pieces-of shell. 
First oval pieces of white clam shells 

were inserted, which represent the 

‘whites of the eyes. Upon these small 


‘circular pieces of a dark kind of shell 


have been stuck with a cement made 
from fish bladders.. These dark pieces 
are for the-pupils ofthe eye.. The eye- 
lashes have been made by inserting 
locks of hair beneath the shell eyes 
and letting the ends protrude in all di- 
rections. The wooden part of the mask 
is flat’ behind, but the head has been 
neatly rounded’ out with .dry leaves, 
which are held in shape and place by 
an open net of twisted cords. 

Around the margin of the mask are 
five pairs of holes, through which 
strings fasten a great variety of articles 
to the

ferent colors and textures, minute bun- 


dies of wool and flax, bits of copper ’ 


and earth carefully wrapped in fine 
corn husks, bundles of feathers, etc. 
Attached to the left side of the mask 
by long, stout cords is a pouch resem- 
bling a tobacco bag about six inches 
square, the fabric of which resembles 
coarse sail cloth. From the opposite 
side of the head a net is suspended in 


‘which was placed a variety of objects 


equal to those named above—a sling 
made of cords, bundles of flax cords, 
small net bags containing beans, ground 
seeds, etc.; many copper fish hooks, to 
which the lines are still attached; 
sinkers of dark slate carefully wrapped 
in flax and husks, together with many 
other curious relics. 

These articles were doubtless the 
property of the deceased, so placed in 
accordance with the established cus- 


toms of the race to which he belonged. 


These mask heads were probably. ob- 
jects of much consideration, although 


we of the present day are.at a loss to 3 


determine their exact use by the living 
or their significance as a companion for 
the dead. —St. Louis Republic.

If the calculations of Professor Men- 
delejeff are to be trusted, Russia pos- 
\geases the richest coal deposits in the 
world.. The superficial area of the coal 


fields’ in the Donetz basin alone . 


amounts to about 30,000 square :kilo- 
meters. If the capacity of these de- 
posits is put at 50,000,000 pouds per 


square kilometer (one poud being about ' 
* thirty-six pounds avoirdupois) the total. 


supply of coal is stated to be equal to 
the. world’s present consumption for 
fifty years. Moreover this only refers 


to the superficial beds, and not to the - 


deeper deposits, which have not yet 
been exploited, but which promise still 
greater riches, 

La Russie Commerciale points out 
that notwithstanding the. natural re- 
sources of the empire there are import- 
ed annually about 107,000,000 pouds 
of coal, of which 85,000,000 are from 
Britain, 19,000,000 from Germany, and 
more than 2,000,000 from Austria-Hun-

Black Walnut. 

Black walnut is a tree well known to 
all, It delights in a cool, rather loamy 
soil, well drained und with a good sub- 
soil, It makes a good growth in even 
peor soil, and when once fully estab- 
lished is unusually hardy. It is plant- 
ed from twenty to thirty feet apart 
each way to allow plenty of room for 


‘large growth, although the average dis- 


tance is twenty-five feet, which will be 
found suffieient. It would. be an ex- 
cellent idea to plant some quick grow- 
ing--variety and-- valuable timber tree 
between |the spaces, like the white ash, 
and in twelve or fifteen years these ash 
trees can be cut down, giving the en- 
tire space to the walnut trees. 

From such a plantation of the white 
ash. $3,000 has been realized from ten 
acres, making an annual average profit 
of nearly $25 per acre. This same 


thing can be readily done with the- 


plantations of other varieties of nuts, 
giving the nut bearing trees all the 
space they need, and at the same time 
making profitable use of what would 
otherwise be waste and open space un- 
til the nut trees were old enough to oc- 


cupy it-all. ‘Fhese timber trees can be | 


bought of any prominent nurseryman, 


or ordered through him, of the proper 


size for setting out in the permanent 
plantation. —Philadelphia Ledger.
